Election/Restrictions 

> 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group 1, claim(s) 66-68 and 75, drawn to methods of screening a mammal thought to have or to 
be predisposed to a neural system disorder by detecting an NBEA gene or gene product using 
nucleic acid based methods. 

Group 2, claim(s) 70, drawn to methods of screening a mammal thought to have or to be 
predisposed to a neural system disorder by detecting an NBEA gene or gene product using 
protein based methods. 

Group 3, claim(s) 76-77, drawn to a method of preventing or treating a neural system disorder 
using methods of gene therapy. 

Group 4, claim(s) 78-79, drawn to a method of preventing or treating a neural system disorder by 
administering a protein. 

Group 5, claim(s) 80-84, 86, 87, drawn to nucleic acid sequences which include at least one 
mutation of the NBEA gene, and vectors and cells comprising such.

Group 9, claim(s) 92, drawn to a non human animal with locoregional neural transgenes, wherein 
said animal comprises a vector encoding RNAi specific for NBEA RNA. 
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Group 10, claim(s) 93, drawn to a method of screening for therapeutic agents using non human 
animals. 

2. Claims 63-65, 69, and 71-73 link(s) inventions 1 and 2. The restriction requirement 
between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims. 
Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the limitations of an 
allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior 
to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection
